Adolph Wislizenus, Now Judge in 
the Philippines, Pursues Ship 
That Was Bearing Them Pris- 
oners From Island.

Manila Newspapers Give Thrill- 
ing Account of Vigorous Admin- 
istration of Law by Ex-Dayton 
Street Oourt Justice. 


Copies of Manila newspapérs of Jan. 
and 24, rece'ved in St. Louts today, tell of 
a thrilling triumph of justice in the Island 
“f Cebu effected through heroi!c efforts 
by Judge Adolph. Wislizenus, famed in @t. 
Louls as a former dispenser of fines and 
workhouse sentences at the Dayton Street 
Police Court, who is now a judge in the 
Philinnines. 

Hearing that three 
been kidnaped by the master of a United 
States commercial v4sse!l, Wislizenus sum- 
moned the Cebu constabulary, gave chase 
to the barkentine in-a 4daugch, brought her 
back into port, held summary court and 
imposed a fine of 500 pesos on the captain. 

Never hefore, the Manila publcations 
fay, has an American judge acted as com- 
plainant, sheriff, witress and judge simul- 
taneousty; certainly, never under such pic- 
turesque and dramatic circumstances.

Three Fili- 
pino maidens who had been selling fruit to 
the ship's crew during its satay in Cebu 
were on the ship when it cleared.

Ite officers 
boarded the Chehalis, but returned with 
the report that they did not find the g¢irle 
on board.

EXTENSIVE SET OF MOLDS. 


Secret Service Men Found Equip- 
ment for Making Dollars by 
-the Pound. 


Secret Service Agent Richey and Deputy 
United States Marshal Osmer. who arrest- 
ed Thomas Inlow, on a swamp island in 
the Dan river, near Poplar Bluff, Mo., say 
the astonishing thing abontt the enterprise 
was the number of persons who knew 


about !t 

Inlow and Dave Woolard, the moving 
spirits in the enterprise, had not kept their 
plans secret, the secret service men say. 
They had tipped off their friends to come 
around by and by and get some of the 
money and work it off. 

The federal officers have made other 
raids for counterfciters near Butler, Mo., 
but they have never captured such an ex- 
tensive layout as they did this time. [t 
consists of six molds; a kettle filled with 
metal, several pounds of metal besides, a 
ladie, several spoons, a number of files and 
a quantity of plaster of paris. 

The molds were made by nailing strips 
arownhd the four sides of a board, making 
a shallow box. Into this was poured plas- 
ter of Parie and before it cooled coins were 
ressed into the plastic material. When 
this Hardened the metal for bogus coins 
could be poured into the molds. 
With the largest mold, eix counterfeit 
silver dollars could be made at once. Three 
coins, silver dollars, $5 gold coins and $10 
cold ‘pieces could be made on each of the 


other molds. 
The molds and kettle were found burted 


near the cabin. The rest of the stuff was 
found in the cabin. 

The metal to be used was a conrbination 
of babbitt metal and block tin. 

No evidence: hae been discovered that 
anybody besides Woolard and Inlow were 
concerned in the making of the molds. 
Woolard died after the plans were started.

DIPLOMATS HAVE A “KICK’, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The foreign 
Ciplomats, and especially the ambassadors, 
are denouncing in all languages, but with 
only one idea, the discourtesy with which 


they think they were treated by the Su- 
preme Court justices in the inauguration 
of President Roosevelt. 

In the assignment of seats in the Senate 
the ambassadors were placed on the right 
of the presiding officers, while members 
of the Supreme Court sat on his left. The 
ambassadors were happy then, but they 
were dismayed and angry a few minutes 
later when the procession started for the 
outside stand. 

Chief Justice Fuller led the way with 
the President. Then came the comnnittee of 
arrangements, as though by a preconcerted 
rian, the associate justices tell in behind 
them, leaving nothing for the disgusted 
ambassadors to do but bring up the rear. 

The diplomats were further angered when 
they were told that a Senate e would 
show them the way to the stand. They had 
expected to be escorted by a committee of 
senators. 

They have advised their governments 
that they were not given the precedence to 
which they were entitled, but it is not be- 
lieved that they will make a ‘diplomatic 
incident"’ of it.

Kansas City Patrons of the Track 
Refuse to Take. Stand in 
Pavor of: Bookmaking. 


BETTING FEATURE SCORED. 


Supposed Opponents of Breeders’ 
Law Repeal Like Good Horses, 
but Not Gaming. 


Special to the Post-Diepatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 7.—‘‘Are you 
in tavor of gambling on the racetracks un- 
der the state license?’ | 

This question was yesterday put to a 
number of the members of the Elm Ridre 
Jockey Club of Kansas City, in order to 
ascertain as to whether these thinking men, 
when fairly confronted by the issue of the 
advisability of allowing a bill advocating 
books on the racetracks to pass, would un- 
equivocally answer ‘‘yes.”’ 

Of all these interviewed not one was will- 
ing to thus enter an opinion. The following 
record of the interviews will show better 
than any comment the real feeling enter- 
tained on the subject by those who have 
been deemed the strongest in their advoca- 
cy of betting on turf: 

Cc. S. Jobes, president American Nation! 
Bank: Do I believe in gambling on the 
racetracks? No. I cannot say that I ap- 
prove of gambling in any form whatever, 
unices, perhaps, a gentlemanly game of 
pokor. 

L. M. Jones, Jcnes Dry Goods Co.: Per- 
sonally I am opposed to betting on the 
racetracks. Where the book men are in an 
inclogure, as is insisted upon by the Elm 
Ridge Club, there is probably less harm 
done than .n any other manner. 

J. J. Heim, Heim Brewery: To my mind 
gambling in every form should be sup- 
pressed. I cunnot see how betting at the 
races is conducive to the public good. 

| F. Hall, Implement Trade Journal: 
As a general matter I am apposed to ram- 
biing. I have not considered as to whether 
or no betting on the racetracks is advisa- 
ble

William Hamilton is accused of ‘having 
stabbed William Phair to death in the lat- 
ter’'s grocery at De Giverville avenue and 
Delmar boulevard on Sept. 12, has been in 
jail since that time, the case having been 
deluyed once befure owing to the death of 
the principal witness. 

Mrs. Hamilton had told her husband, 
who képt a restaurant adjoining Phair's 
grocery, that Phair had insulted her, 
whercupon, it is stated, Hamilton grabbed 
a kitchen knife, went into Phair's place, 

uarreled with him and stabbed him, Phair 
dying from the wound some days later. 

It is supposed that an oversight on the 
part of former Assistant Circuit Attorney 
W. Scott Hancock led to the failure to in- 
sert the naine oi the murdered man in the

The representatives of the Kansas City racetrack admitted 
the whole case against the racetrack gambling law when they 
admitted the abuses and vicious conditions existing under the 
Operation of the law in St. Louis. St. Louis has tried licensed 

under the protection of the state and has found it 
demoralizing aud iniquitous. lt has turned the racetracks into 
gambling devices and has built up influences which lead thou- 
sands to ruin and menace the welfare of the whole community. 
Is, it. not a monstrous proposition to ask the Legislature to 
_- retain the gambling law which has created intolerable condi- 
tions \in St. Louis, the metropolis of the state, because a few 
wealthy men in Kansas City want to maintain a social club, 
with @ racetrack attachment, and because the racetrack at- 
tachment is profitable to a street railway and a group of 
gamblers? 

There cannot be a happy mean in the licensing and protecting 
of gambling on racetracks, by the state. The gambling feature 
will swallow everything ¢lse connected with it. Kansas City 
will find that the Elm Ridge Club, with a racetrack attach- 
ment, will soon become a gambling device with a club attach- 
ment, The gambling interests will soon attempt to control the 
politics of Kansas City as they now attempt to control the 
politics of St. Louis. i 

There is profound disappointment among the people of: the: 
state over the failure of the Senate committee to report the 
House repeal bill with a strong recommendation. Senator 
Dowell, whose emphatic declaration that he is in favor of the 
repeal bill is accepted in good faith, yielded much to supporters 
of the gambling law when he agreed to report all bills without 
recommendation. The responsibility for the fate of the bill now 
rests with the senators. They must answer to their constitu- 
ents for their action. 

If, in view of the overwhelming vote of the Republican House 
on the side of morality and sound public policy, the Democratic 
Senate succumbs to the gamblers’ lobby and ranges itself on 
the side of the gambling interests, more nails will be driven in 
the coffin of the Missouri Democracy.

"The Morales government was recognized and Dillingham 
practically quelled the insurrection by suppressing the insur- 
gents. Without this assistance it is doubtful if the Morales 
government could have sustained itself. 

The argument that the Dominican government favors the 
treaty is no argument at all. The Dominican government 
favored the annexation treaty that Gen. Babcock negotiated for 
President Grant. Buenaventure Baez, the Dominican President, 
was the first to suggest annexation, and the Dominican people 
ratified the treaty which the United States Senate subsequently 
smothered. 

If the present treaty is ratified, there will be no escape from 
the precedent. Any other Spanish-American government, beset 
by insurgents, wil] have an equal] claim upon the good offices of 
the United States. If one must be supported all must be sup- 
ported on request. The United States must undertake to “re- 
store the credit, preserve the order, increase the efficiency of the 
civil administration and advance the material progress and 
welfare” 6f every one of them. 

This government cannot honestly or fairly discriminate. The 
fiscal protectorate and the benevolent receivership must be ex- 
tended impartially on demand for the benefit of the dominant 
faction of the revolutionists, and of all creditors as well.
